M assachusetts by an increased plurality 
over last year the Democrats made sur­ 
prising gains in nearly every congres­ 
sional district, and not coly succeeded 
in increasing its representation from one 
to three, but defeated Joseph N, W alker 
of W orcester, supposed to have been one 
of the strongest candidates in the whole 
state. 
The election of John R, Thayer 
in W alker's district, the T hird, was as 
much a surprise to the Democrat# as to 
the Republicans and w as the sensation 
of the whole campaign. 
Boston, Nov. 9. — A fter a canvass 
w ithout state issues and confined al­ 
most entirely to four congressional dis­ 
tricts and a few local districts, the Re­ 
publicans have again carried Massa 
chusetts and elected Roger W olcott gov­ 
ernor for the fourth tim e, as well as the 
entire state ticket by a safe m ajority.
